IN THE CLAIMS 

Amend claim 7: 

7. The device of Claim 4 wherein said combining protrusion posts comprise four 
combining protrusion posts which are circumferentially spaced and afG are integral with 
said upper case. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-7 are allowed over the prior art of record as amended in the reply filed 
1 1/13/2006 and in the Examiner's amendment present in this office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a volume-regulating device for medical 
fluids with a medical storage tube and with several structural components comprising 
protrusions and posts located on a lower and upper case that secure a button through 
attached elastic protrusions with the button being located in a hole in the upper case to

apply uniform pressure to the medical storage tube by upward and downward 
movement. 

The closest prior art of record is Kanai (6,312,41 1), however this reference does 
not disclose the device as claimed and described above. 

Regarding claim 4, the closest prior art of record fails to teach among all the 
limitations the mating upper and lower case structural elements in combination with the 
button securement elements that allow for a uniform pressure to be exerted over the 
medical storage tube and for controlled movement of the assembly within the case.
